I find that the schools have 
been greatly handicapi)ed by rea- 
son- of the publishers failing to 
furnish books_ Neither the new 
nor even the old 'adoption could 
be secured. 

Th.e attitude of many trustees 
lia's^lbeen a draw-back because of 
failure to visit the schools, or 
even to look after the needed re- 
pair. 

The question of board Jias been 
a serious problem. In some lo- 
caltiies the patrons absolutely' re- 
fused to board the teacher. Many 
of your teachers had to spend 
half their salary for board. This 
is certainly embarrassing 



Owing tQ the young and inex- 
perienced teachers, by whom 
man}- of the schools are taught- it 
is important that you keep con- 
stantly some one in the field 
working. 

The tendency of the day is to- 
ward consolidation whenever 
practicable; This is being done 
all over the state. 

1 suggest the following for 
your consideration v 

Red House and Black or Do- 
zier schools be united and a two 
room house erected. 

Vilot Knob and Narrow Gap. 
Berea and Middletown, (color- 
ed). 

Valley View and Miller. 
Wallaceton and Estridge. 
Valley VieAV colored school 
should l)e discontinued and put in 
some other district. 

Having studied • the conditions 
of our schools closely, I am 'forc- 
ed to this conclusion. 

The County 'BiSard mp.\ build 
better hcmses, aud supplement the 
salaries of teachers, and dp all in 
their power, but unless the local 
connnunities take more interest 
and are more careful in selecting 
teachers, your work will be in 
vain. 

In conclusion* allow me to sug- 
gest a few important questions 
which should be asked every aj)- 
p.licant before deciding upon her 
ai)])<jintment as teacher: 

1. How many pupils were en- 
rolled in y'oup last school? 

2. What was your daily aver- 
age ? 

.1 Have you been solicited to 
t^'ach again in the same school?

5. Did you quit your school 
before it was out? 

6. Do you expect to follow 
teaching as a profession? 

The answer to the above ques- 
tions will enable you to judge the 
teacher.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 20 — Sena- 
tor C W. Burton, of WilHanis- 
burg, a democrat, whose vote 
with the republicans, lost the dem- 
ocrats control of- the Senate, de- 
fended his actioi^'by a speech in 
the' .Senate. 

"I had a telegram •fe'st Saturday- 
night" said Senator Burton, "ask- 
me if it were true, as reported in 
Louisville papers, that I would 
not be back in Frankfort for tlie 
rest of the session. I wired them 
as quickly as I could that if I 
were' alive L would be back here 
today, and here I am. And 1 de- 
sire to say right hiere" on the floor 
of this Senate that I never did 
have ainy .idea of going away to 
stay, and that I 'never run away 
from anybody. 

"It is the guilty who flee when 
no man pursueth, and I expect to 
be right hete 'af the end of the 
session. ' • 

"! ' desire to make a statement 
about the way I was received at 
home.

He would as- 
sign the duties of the office of 
Commonwtalth's Attorney to the 
office of the County Attorney. 

The bill drkwn by Adjutant 
General Deweese to increase the 
efficiency of his department and 
tuf 'dMifn expense was introduced 
by Representative Mason. The 
office force of twelve would be 
reduced to six, and the following

—Adjutant General, from $2,000 
to $3,000 annually ; Assistant Ad- 
jutant General, from $1,200 to 
$2,000, and supply office $1,500.
